violence prevented. 


Th street where the 
shooting oc- 


curred was dark and lonely, and there 
was a fusilade from all sides directed 
at the chief who started to run, trying 
to secure a revolver. 


Three men appeared and the chief 


recognized them all. Then he fell un- 
conscious in the snow and lay an hour 
exposed to bitter cold. 


The news of the 
capture spread 


quickly, and soon the officers with the 
prisoners were surrounded by a throng 
who, in spite of all the policemen could 
do, threatened to get hold of the Ital- 


ians and carry out the cry of vengeance 
heard on all sides. 


The efforts of the police and some of 


the more sedate citizens were success- 
fuhn keeping down the people and the 
prisoners were taken before the wound 
ed chief t\ ithout having suffered at the 
hands of the throng. 


Chief Brown identified both men as 


two of those whom he had seen at the 
time he was shot. 


Then the prisoners were taken to the 


station, the police again facing the dif- 
ficulty of stemming a storm of shouts 
and threatening demonstrations until 
the station house was reached and the 
prisoners safely locked. 


The search was then renewed for the 


third man, but up till noon he had riot 
been caught. 


Physicians found the chief seriously 


wounded. 


Two bullets entered the abdomen, in- 


flicting dangerous wounds, and the 
third lodged in a foot. 


The doctors express doubt as to the 


outcome of the case, and the Italians 
who have been arrested 
will not be 


given a hearing until later, in view of 
the doubtful condition of their alleged 
victim.

1033, when the Emperor of Japan sent | 
a ship with 150 lepers on hoard to the '

for by the Catholic priests.

has taken firm root.

manufacturing business 
during the 


summer and fall months acted as a 
damper to the rush to build raillo, par- 
ticularly cotton mills, that was noticed 
the first half of the year, when all rec- 
ords in mill building were broken. Dur- 
ing the first half of the year the num- 
ber of new mills entered upon was o07, 
and during the last six months the num- 
ber was 224, a loss of over 25 percent 
over the first half. 


Of the 224 mills projected, 144 are de- 


voted to the manufacture of cotton, 1-1 
to wool, 51 to knit goods aud 16 to mis- 
cellaneous purposes, such as silk and 
liueu manufacturing and for bleaching 
and dyeing. 
During the year 531 mills 


have passed under the review of The 
Reporter, an increase of 232 over the 
2l>9 reported for the year 1S99, and an 
increase of 209 over the 202 recorded 
for the year ls>9S. 


This shows the fact that the United 


States is becoming the largest producer 
of textile fabrics in the world. One 
thing should be noticed in particular, 
and that is the great increase In tha 
number of mills making finer goods. 
This is especially noticeable in the cot- 
ton manufacturing business, the change 
In which was brought about by the Chi- 
nese controversy, 
which cut off the 


market there for the product of nearly 
all the southern mills, and compelled 
them to either shut down or change over 
to finer goods.

world's greatest musicians to the Unit- 
ed States will be completed soon, and 
it should be an encouraging thought to 
Americans that Europe has sent here 
lier most eminent performers, with but 
few exceptions. In every department of 
executive musical art, says the New 
York Sun. The advance guard of the 
Maurice Grau Opera company has 
brought over a large number distin- 
guished in the operatic field, and there 
are more to follow. By tbe time the 
American season Is well under way 
European cities will bear only those 
performers who are not In demand 
here or who for Dusmcss rather thin 
artistic rea'sons remain abroad. 
One 


instance of these is Ignace Paderewski. 
His tours here are more profitable than 
those ever undertaken by any other 
single performer, but they could not be 
repeated annually, and an interval of 
one or two seasons is always necessary 
In order to make the returns from ev- 
ery tour anything like so large as they 
have been in tbe past. For the same 
reason Mile. Calve, who sings practical- 
ly but two roles nowadays, must wait 
until the public grows once 'more anx- 
ious to see her in "Carmen" or "Faust" 
before she again returns. Similar mo- 
tives explain the absence of the few 
great artists who are not to be before 
the American public this year. 


Among the world's great singers to 


be heard here during the winter are 
Jean de Reszke. Ernest Van Dyck. Al- 
bert Saleza, Edouard de Reszke, Pol 
Plancon, Antonio Scottl. Giuseppe Cam- 
panari, Theodor Bertram. Marcella 
Sembrich. Milka Ternina. Nellie Melba, 
Lillian Nordica, Johanna Gadski and 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink. Lucienne 
Breval and Margaret Maclntyre, who 
are to be heard for the first time in 
this country In opera, are interesting 
because of the national elements they 
represent. Mile. Breval embodies the 
traditions of the National Academy of 
Music of France, which is the formal 
title of the grand opera house in Paris. 
'Miss Maclntyre is English and is tbe 
first English woman to be heard in 
grand opera here, for Mme. Albani 
was born in this country- 


Jean de Pvesske's visit has particular 


significance this year because it will 
In all probability be his last. 
He Is 


gtill much younger than the great 
Marjo, who sang until be was Cl. But 
M. de Resske's year of retirement 
which preceded his appearance last 
spring in London did not improve his 
vocal condition, and, although he is 
today only 51 years old, he has evi- 
dently realized that a tenor's career 
must some time have an end. It is 
certainly true that 51 Is a mature age 
for Romeo, but for a tenor It is not 
advanced when one considers that 
Sims Reeves sang first in 1830 at the 
age of 21 and did not show signs of 
vocal weakness until he was more than 
55. Another interesting incident of tbe 
Polish tenor's return this year is the 
compensation he is to receive. For 
every performance he will get 52,450, 
the largest sum ever paid to a singer 
here for one appearance, and he will 
sing twice a week durinj, a season of 
at least 20 weeks. On his last engage- 
ment he sang for $2.250 a perform- 
ance. Previous to that year be had 
received a fixed salary and 'a percent- 
age of the reciepts over a certain sum. 


Of bis two associates, Albert Saleza 


and Ernest Van Dyck, the former 
may be said to be at the beginning of 
his career as one of the great tenors 
of contemporary operatic history, and 
cone seems so likely to take M. de 
Reszke's place in the future. He is 33 
and in the French repertory, such as 
"Romeo et Juliette," "Faust" and 
"Carme-n." has already distinguished 
himself over all the younger singers of 
bis time. The Wanner roles are still 
unexplored territory to him so far as 
bis American career is concerned, al- 
though lie lias sung Sletjmnnd in Par- 
is. 
But with such a tried singer of 


WngntT roles as Ernest Van Dyrk near 
him, there will be no need for the 
French tenor to attempt that field just 
now. M. Van Dyck satisfies the dra- 
matic requirerients of those roles, and 
Jean de Resake. if he continues in good 
health, will be heard more frsquently

Both Mines. Sembrich nnd Melba, 


the two greatest colature sopranos of 
their time, are to be heard here. Mme. 
Sembricb, who represents the art of 
sons as it existed only in Adelina 
Pntt! vr>tn lirr prnotloal retirement be- 
gan, will sing in song recitals nnd with 
her own company In the Italian operas 
with which her reputation Is associat- 
ed. The Polish soprano is the only wo- 
man who occupies in a way the same 
position before the public ibat Ignace 
Paderewski does. 
Her tKing recitals 


as given in New York and Boston last 
winter require only her services and 
an accompanist. 
As ihe profits of 


these performances amount to f 3,000 
on the average, she Is to devote her 
time to thorn and operatic perform- 
ances In the cities not to be visited 
by the opera company. Eminent with 
her In the light colature operas Is Nel- 
lie Melba, who remained last winter 
In Europe. She is the popular Margue- 
rite and Juliette of audiences that are 
satisfied with the natural beauty of 
her flutellk/ voice and the brilliancy 
of her vocalization in the florid music 
of thexo roles. 
Mme. Melba has. 


through the .possession, of these Quali- 


ties in such • high degree, proved" thai 
a woman may come to great fame on 
tho operatic stage without the gift o£ 
histrionic ability. 
She has come to 


fortune as well daring the ten yean 
she has sung here. 
Mme. Melba 


made her first appearance 13 years ago 
and came to New York « 1893. During 
that first ceason she sang for $600 * 
performance, and this year her com- 
pensation will be twice that ram. 


Milka Ternina Is one of be younger 


artists for America, although her tarn* 
in Germany has been established for 
the last decade, and she came rather 
inconspicuously to the United State* 
five ,years ago with one of Walter 
Damrosctfs opera companies. Mile. 
Ternina Is regarded today as the great- 
est of the Wagnerian singers who »r» 
to carry on tbe traditions of the school 
of Lilll Lehmann, Theresa Malten and 
the great women who have left no suc- 
cessors In their own country except 
this soprano. She differs from them 
In that her style Is less heroic and vig- 
orous, but she Is superior to all In pos- 
sessing a method of song more finished 
and artistic than any of them ever 
boasted. 
Mile. Ternina Is now ap- 


proaching the end of the thirties and 
Is thus at tbe very height of her pow- 
ers. 
Women as well trained as she 


eing better at the age of 40 and there- 
about than when they are younger, 
and It requires indeed the full maturi- 
ty of their talents to enable them to 
do Justice to the great dramatic roles 
they Interpret. Mme. Eames has said 
that she will not attempt Isolde until 
she is 40. and that shows her concep- 
tion of the difficulties of the role. Mile. 
Ternina is a native of Croatia, and her 
first language was Italian. She has 
lived in Germany since her musical 
career began, and- her education for 
the lyric stage was acquired from Ger- 
man teachers. 


Mme. 
Schumann-Heink, the famous 


Wagnerian contralto, returns under 
particularly Interesting circumstances, 
as it is probable that she will not be 
heard here after this season. Her largf 
family Is kept In her home near Dres- 
den, and she must be separated from 
them during the greater part of every 
year. She Is a member of the company 
at the Royal Opera House in Berlin and 
has to be released on long leave of ab- 
sence to come here for her American 
tours. She has already told her friends 
that she Intends to remain In Germany. 
after this season and stag regularly In 
Berlin. 


The other notable figures In this co- 


hort of great singers are Edouard de 
Reszke, Pol Plancon, Antonio Scottl 
and Giuseppe Campanari. These four 
men lend themselves readily to classi- 
fication. For natural beauty of voice 
Edouard de Reszke and Giuseppe Cam- 
panari would be named first, yet for 
the highest finish and musicianship In 
their art Pol Plancon and Antonio Scot- 
tl are more eminent 


Of the most distinguished American 


singers, who are practically foreigners 
BO far as their way of life goes and 
come to their native land only to fill 
their engagements and then return to 
Europe, tbe most eminent will be 
missing this year. Mme. Emma Eamei 
is not in good health and will remain 
at her home in Paris during the whi- 
ter. 
Mme. Nordica is to" be" beard _ 


with the opera company, and It is rath- 
er against the tendency of operatic 
affairs that she Is this year to receive 
a higher compensation than she ever 
did before. 
Mme. Nordica has sung 


In opera since 1878. and it usually, 
happens that the earnings of the wo- 
men singers decline after a certain 
period. 
Mme. Nordica took to the 


heavy Wagner roles, however, and be- 
gan five years ago an entirely new 
career, which has brought her mor« 
eminence than any of her previoua 
efforts had. Her great success came 
late, and it is for that reason that sha 
Is now receiving a larger salary than 
she ever did before. Probably $60.000 
will be the extent of tbe profit from 
her year's work, and that Is a sum 
that ought to satisfy any singer, evea 
In the United States.

customs. The grand balls of Sheedy 
Pasha, which have become famous in 
the Egyptian capital,, will never again 
draw to the Ghesireh Palace the win- 
ter population of Cairo. If the orches- 
tra which every winter afternoon since 
1833 has made music in the palace gar- 
dens that brought even the crocodiles 
from tbe waters of the Nile to listen 
plays there this winter, somebody else 
than Pat Sheedy will pay for It 


All this happens because the Hon. 


Pat insists ou having a fair run for his 
money. After an experience of seven 
years he has found that It costs too 
much to run a gambling house in Cai- 
ro. Sheedy will probably miss Cairo, 
and it is a dollar to a red apple that 
Cairo will miss Sheedy. Any commu- 
nity in which the Hon Patrick was 
prominent for seven years would miss 
him. 
Sbeedy has a way all his own 


of making his presence felt, and, if the 
stories that birds of passage flying 
•westward bave brought from the land 
of the phnraohs be true. Sheedy Pasha 
•was even a greater man in Cairo than 
Pat Sheedy has been in New York.

When Sheedy went 
to Cairo on a prospecting tour in 1893, 
he concluded that the Gbesireh Palace 
was what he wanted for his business. 
It is amid beautiful gardens just out- 
side the city, aad oa the very edge of 
these was a hotel owned by the estate 
of tbe late khedive. 
When Sheedy 


made it known to the manager of the 
estate that he wanted the palaco for 
a gambling bouse, the agent was agree- 
able and said that rent for tbe season 
would be S40.000. Sheedy was willing 
to pay that and suggested that tbe 
lease be signed at once. 


"And 
then there is the orchestra," 


eald the manager. 


"Don't trouble about the orchestra," 


said Sheedy. "I haven't usually had a 
brass band attachment to my house, 
but if I need one here I'll get it my- 
self." 


"But It's for the hotel, yon know,"

Tbe hotel guests must be entertained, 
you know." 


"At my expense?" said Sheedy re- 


flectively. "And could you arrange for 
the guests to be fed at my expense too? 
Eating is o part of the entertainment 
usually to be found at a first class ho- 
tel. What will this orchestra cost?" 


The manager didn't know, but he'd 


find out 
Sbeedy concluded to make 


some Inquiries himself. He did so, and 
In making them he found that there 
was no place around Cairo equal to the 
Gbeslreh Palace for bis business, and 
so he concluded to take it orchestra 
and all. He engaged tbe finest aggre- 
gation of musicians that money could 
hire.

'ey kings retorted. 
But Lawson per- 


Jsevered. He produced figures and facts, 
all that any reasonable capitalist would 
require, and said, "Now Investigate for 
yourselves and see If I am not right." 
These men of millions, Rogers and 
'Rockefeller, did investigate and were 
amazed at the discoveries they made. 
With a fraction of their combined 
wealth they found they could purchase 
copper stocks In mines far below their 
value and come into practically com- 
plete control of the copper industry. 


I Today these men and Lawson are 
the largest holders of copper in the 
world. 
Truly they are copper mag- 


nates. The original wealth which they 
Invested has come back to them two- 
fold, and the millions invested are aa 
'secure as if deposited in the vaults in 
the treasury at Washington. 


I Standard Oil men are called monopo- 
lists by education. Rogers and Rocke- 
feller and Stillman and the rest of the 
;Stacdard Oil clique Interested in cop- 
per are forming a great copper monop- 
oly, Wall street says. The scheme Is 
to control the copper output of the 
United States, and the hurrying of 
Lawson to New York on the special 
'train was a part of that scheme. His

mental to the property. It is under- 
stood now that the deal in millions 
[which caused Lawson's flight to New 
jYork has gone through practically, and 
iLawson is given credit for the suc- 
cessful conduct of the transaction. 


Thomas W. Lawson is not popular 


Svith the men of Wall street, but this 
comparatively young man has e^ldenc- 
eol to the shrewdest of financiers his 
ability to handle and manipulate great 
[properties and coin millions. It is said 
jof Lawson that he has reaped as many 
as a million dollars in one day and bad 
Investments which earned 
millions 


while he slept. He has lost, too, as 
much as a million dollars between sun- 
rise and sunset. 


I His greatest achievement as a finan- 
cier was when he showed H. H. 
Rogers and John D. Rockefeller bow 
to make millions out of copper. It la 
an interesting story, doubly so when 
told by himself. Here are his owa 
•words: 


• "Boston," he said, "is the home of 
jcopper investments. That may sound 
strange to many, but tbe fact remains 
that for 50 years copper has been the 
only speculation indulged In by Bos- 
tonians.

Sixty years ago the 
Orleans collection was sold, and this 
picture was purchased by Lord Darn- 
ley. 
Rubens made a copy of this Ti- 


tian when he was in Madrid, which la 
In the Prado museum now. 


Another good example of Titian Is 


his portrait of Anne of Austria and 
child. The collection would be.remark- 
able enough If It contained no other 
paintings than those two Titians, which 
are worthy of conspicuous place In any 
museum in the world. But there are 
many other paintiugs of the very first 
order of excellence. Among them are 
portraits by Raphael, Velasquez, Rem- 
trandt, Sandro Botticelli, Van der Meer, 
Morone, Tintoretto, Vandyke, Bonifa- 
zio, Pra Lippo Lippl, Clonet, Lucas van 
Leyden and the only painting In Amer- 
ica by Lucas Cranach, "Adam and 
Eve." The pictures form only a small 
part of the extraordinary collection of 
works of art which Mrs. Gardner has 
accumulated. A museum 'of considera- 
ble size is necessary to hold her treas- 
ures in the line of sculpture, bronzes, 
gold and silver. 


ANOTHER HOME INDUSTRY. 


Plan* For Ral»lnE Wbe*t For 
Mac- 


aroni In the Dotted Stmte*. 


Shipment is now on ihe way to 


Washington oC some macaroni wheat 
seed which, it is hoped by Secretary 
Wilson, will be the starting of another 
home Industry, says tbe New York 
Tribune. The experiments which have 
been made are' satisfactory and lead 
to the belief that' a considerable part 
of the country can successfully grow 
these wheats, better perhaps 
and 


cheaper than anywhere else in the 
world. 
The Dakotas have given the 


best results thus' far with tbe spring 
varieties of macaroni wheat Jared G. 
Smith, chief of tbe division of seed and 
plant Introduction, who has this mat- 
ter In hand for tne department, is con- 
fident that American macaroni will be 
the result of these Importations of 
Russian seed, and be thinks it not Im- 
probable that steps will be taken soon 
which will result In the establishment 
of macaroni factories In St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. He saya: 


"The first thing to start the move- 


ment Is the erection of a factory to 
handle the crop, as there is no market 
for this wheat at present in the United 
States, since it la not good for bread. 
However, before building factories it 
would be necessary to contract for a 
certain acreage of this wheat. But 1 
think this could be done easily. There 
would be greater prollt in this crop 
than In other wheat 
In Marseilles 


macaroni wheat is worth from 10 to> 15 
cents a bushel more than bread wheat. 
The industry of raising and milling 
this wheat In the United States must, 
however, be treated as an entirely sep- 
arate proposition from bread wheat 
growing and manufacture. 
It would 


be as wejl to call it by some other 
name, for all tbe details must be on a 
different baals. Present grain elevators 
would not handle this bard wheat, 
and present machinery would not con- 
vert it, so that for these reasons the 
growing and finishing of macaroni 
wheat must be approached in a com- 
prehensive manner. Nevertheless the 
field. I think. Is inviting to both farm- 
er and capitalist"

la Anthracite 'Field. 


The purchase ot tbe Pennsylvania 


Coal company's great anthracite prop- 
erties la one of the most important 
events lu the entire history of tbe hard 
coal Industry, so far aa this region la 
concerned, says a Scranton (Pa.) dis- 
patch to the New York Herald. It U 
probable tliat the death of the inde- 
pendent tldo water road will be the 
lirat effect of thia big deal, but to the 
cities and towns of the Lackawanna 
and Wyoming valleys the concentra- 
tion of tbe coal Interests and the inci- 
dental wiping oat of the numerous in- 
dividual operators, with their company 
stores r.nd the truck system of paying 
wages, are of far greater importance. 


There Is no real deprivation to the 


business Interests of this section In the 
abandonment of the so called Independ- 
ent railroad. The project was conceiv- 
ed and pushed forward by the individ- 
ual coal operators under the alert and 
aggressive leadership of K. L. Fuller, 
•who has recently disposed of his per- 
eonal coal interests to advantage. The 
Pennsylvania Coal company, with Ita' 
promise of an annual output of n.OOO,- 
000 tons ot coal, was the most irornis- 
Injt supporter of the project, and with 
this Important factor out of the way 
the railroad enterprise lacks Its chief 
Incentive for completion. 


It is believed In Scranton that the In- 


dividual coal operator will BOOH be a 
thing of the past and that the consoli- 
dation of the anthracite business In one 
big syndicate will be the culmination 
of the present movement. There are 
no regrets among the business men of 
the anthracite valleys over this result. 
They feel that it means the passing 
•way forever of the company store and 
of many other features of the coal busi- 
ness which were detrimental to free 
competition. The Pennsylvania Coal 
company was not a company store cor* 
poration, but nearly all the individual 
operators have squeezed large profits 
out of their workmen In this manner. 
In addition to this will come the Intro- 
duction of the regular two weeks' pay 
day, as provided by the laws of Penn- 
sylvania. The frequent distribution of 
money among the mine workers in- 
stead of paying them, as heretofore, in 
ham and hard tack is regarded with 
great favor by storekeepers, who have 
suffered from the unequal competition 
of the company store and the "fogging 
system." 


Some of the operators seem to think 


that the concentration of the coal In- 
terests In the hands of the large com- 
panies will mean the withdrawal of a 
large amount of money from the coal 
region, which, they say. Is now spent 
In the vicinity^ of the mines by the indi- 
vidual owners. There is. however, no 
general apprehension on this score. It 
Is held that If the Individual coal op- 
erators are rerlly Interested In the 
towns from which they have drawn 
their great wealth they will now have 
an opportunity to show it in a substan- 
tial manner by assisting in the intro- 
duction of manufacturing industries 
which will afford profitable employ- 
ment 


Officials of the United Mine Workers 


of America are much pleased with the 
contemplated consolidation of the an- 
thracite coal Industry. They represent 
about 150,000' mine workers and main- 
tain that In the settlement of disputes 
between capital and labor it is always 
best to deal with some centralized pow- 
er. They also recall that in the recent 
mine strike, wheii the men gained an 
advance of 10 per cent, it was J. Pier- 
po6t Morgan, the leading figure In the 
present deal, who granted the increase.

WARNS SHIPS OF DANGER. 


Remarkable Device Which May Re- 


sult In Great Savins of Lite. 


An invention which, If it may not go 


Gome way toward making lighthouses 
obsolete, is exported to be of much 
value in the prevention of shipwrecks 
was shown the other day at Southend- 
on-Sea, near London, before the marine | 
authorities and navigators. 


They were all much struck by the 


possibilites of tba Invention. It is an 
automatic system of signaling and will 
warn ships of their approach to dan- 
gerous rocks and coasts in all weath- 
ers, when a flashing light might not be 
seen and the boom of the fog born 
might be unheard, says the New York 
Herald. A metallic conductor Is fixed 
on an elevation ashore or a lightship 
o* a reef or a lighthouse. From this 
aetheric waves are transmitted over a 
zone which has a radius of seven miles. 
All vessels within that area fitted with 
receivers are warned of their proxim- 
ity to danger. A bell rings, and the re- 
ceiving Instrument records the name ot 
the place which is being approached. 


The automatic part of the machine 


consists of steel bearings, with a num- 
ber of teeth which pass over a Morse 
transmitter. No operators are needed 
at all. The machine works automatic- 
ally. In its elementary principle the 
system resembles Marconi's wireless 
telegraphy, but in detail the system is 
essentially different

Wb*t Qeneral J»me* B. Wilson Ssy* 


of the Trouble In Chlnm. 


"The trouble with China is tlie pover- 


ty of its people. They are downheart- 
ed, dead minded, despairing." 
• So said General James U. Wilson of 
tbe ariay, who recently returned from 
the orient, to a Washington Star re- 
porter who called upon him at the 
Shoreham the other day and conversed 
with him over the great rebellion in 
the east 


"The only thing I found changed in 


China was tbe country from the coast 
to the capital, which was in ruins. 


"What China needs is a government 


with a strong and decisive power be- 
hind It," said General Wilson. In case 
the present negotiations of the powers 
are harmoniously concluded there it 
will -be necessary for tbe same powers 
to get behind any government that 
may be set up and give It stability. 
China cannot be properly governed 
from the jnside. It must be governed 
from the outside, and it must be gov- 
erned so that the economics of the em- 
pire can be developed and the people 
be made happy at least to a certain ex- 
tent instead of being miserable, as they 
now 0 re. 


"I do not agree with Sir Henry 


Hart's recent declaration that revolu- 
tion will follow any settlement by the 
powers of the present problem," said 
General Wilson. "The Chinese are too 
poverty stricken to have any individual 
patriotism like we cherish, and their 
leaders realize that they have already 
made a grave mistake in opposing the 
powers. 
The spread of the Boxer 


movement was largely due to the dis- 
tress of the people. They were willing 
to listen to anytbiqg, and when they 
were told that their' condition was due 
to the foreigners they believed it 


"I believe the settlement of the Chi- 


nese question by the powers will not be 
difficult it? they don't make a botch of 
the- pending negotiations," continued 
General Wilson. "In case no agree- 
ment is reached by reason of objections 
here or opposition there it will be nec- 
essary to make another attempt and 
in ease of continual failure the eventu- 
al outcome would be practical dismem- 
berment of the empire." 


"In such a case would not Russia get 


the greater part of it?" 


"From her position she couldn't help 


It," returned General Wilson. "Her 
boundary is coterminous with that of 
China for 4,000 miles. 
She has al- 


ready taken 000,000 square miles of 
Chinese territory. 
But Russia's ad- 


vence into China is like that of a gla- 
cier. It is slow, steady and certain. 
Its movement may be partly accelerat- 
ed by motive or necessity, but without 
either Incentive it is bound to continue 
until it meets a force stronger than it- 
self."

At the same time he stood very 
low In his classes, and after various 
and repeated warnings, which be disre- 
garded, the faculty was about to dis- 
miss him, when he was discovered one 
"night tied to his Bedpost and bleeding 
from both ears. He reported that cer- 
tain upper class men whose Identity 
his sense of honor did not permit him 
to. reveal had tied him down and cut 
the lobes of his ears off. 


There was a howl of Indignation all 


over the country, and an Investigation 
was ordered to satisfy public clamor, 
but the evidence was so clear that the

His subse- 
quent career has demonstrated that he 
was without moral responsibility, for 
he soon developed Into a disreputable 
character and when last heard from

Last summer in a series of letters 


from West Point I discussed the hazing 
question at length and described the ef- 
forts that were being made by Colonel 
Mills to break it up. The cadets were 
very reluctant to abandon the practice, 
because they believe It a necessary and 
Important part of the discipline of the 
Institution. 
It is always a rule that 


ench class changes its opinion of haz- 
ing as it advances beyond the period of 
the hazed. But Colonel Mills appealed 
to the pride of the cadets In the institu- 
tion. He convinced them that public 
sentiment was opposed to hazing, that 
the reputation of the academy bad suf- 
fered from both false and true stories 
that had been printed In the newspa- 
pers, and he finally succeeded in per- 
suading the cadets to azree to abandon 
the practice. Colonel Mills was not su- 
perintendent at the time Booz was In 
the academy—he was on the field at 
Santiago and In the hospital recovering 
from his wound—nor was there any 
special effort to suppress hazing at that 
time. 


The cadets at West Point and also at 


Annapolis are taught courage, manli- 
ness and truthfulness as much as math- 
ematics and gunnery, and there is a 
higher standard of honor among them 
than is found in many other education- 
al institutions. A boy who is guilty of 
falsehood or conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman Is boycotted.

HAVANA'S SEWERAGE. 


Electric 1'nmps For the New By-item 


to Be Installed Soon. 


A new sewerage system for the city 


of Havana contemplates the use of con- 
siderable electrical machinery as a part 
of the equipment. 


The sewage of the^en^ire city is to be 


collected on the west, side of the har- 
bor, thence carried across the harbor in 
a siphon, raised at the main pumping 
station 24 feet and discharged through 
an outfall tunnel and sewer 1,190 me- 
ters long and thence Into the sea in 30 
feet of water through two five foot 
pipes, says The Electrical Review. At 
the discharge wel) on the west side of 
the harbor, where the sewage is first 
collected, a centrifugal pump with a ca- 
pacity of 30,000,000 gallons per day, 11 
loot lift, direct coupled to an electric 
motor, will be Installed for temporary 
use while the siphon and permanent 
station are being built and for eriler- 
gency use thereafter. It is proposed to 
purchase the current required to drive 
this pump. 
f 


In Vedado, a suburb of Havana, two 


substations which will be of under- 
ground masonry construction will be 
built. 
One of these will contain two 


sublifts. each consisting of a motor and 
direct coupled centrifugal pump with a 
capacity of 2,500,000 gallons of sewage 
per day for a lift of nine feet, and the 
other will contain two sublifts. each 
with a capacity of 800.000 gallons per 
day. the lift being 10i2 feet. Both sub- 
stations will be arranged to work auto- 
matically. These stations are both to 
be supplied from two direct coupled 
electric generating outfits of 12 kilo- 
watts capacity installed in the main 
Vedado pumping station.

COMPLETE FILIPINO VILLAGE 


That mt Pan-Amerloaa Fair Will Ba 


Very Interentlntf to T»nrlsts. 


Ground was broken a few days since 


for the Filipino village at the Pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo next 
Burner, and "Pony" Moore, a -well 
known newspaper correspondent, has 
started for the Philippines, where he 
will get together material for this fea- 
ture of the Midway. It is expected that 
a whole vessel will be required to bring 
to this side of the Pacific the native 
Filipinos, the cattle, utensils, tools and 
various objects which -will be used in 
creating a representation of actual life 
in this most interesting new possession 
of the United States. The Filipino vil- 
lage will occupy 11 acres of land on the 
Pan-American Midway, and the popu- 
lation of the village will be about 100. 
ranging from old folks to babies in 
firms. 


On the right of the entrance will be 


an adobe tower with 'thatched roof, a 
representation of the Spanish watch 
tower which marked the water batter- 
ies at the entrance to Manila harbor. 
On the left will be a facsimile of the 
signal tower that loomed above Fort 
Cavite and which was wrecked by 
shells from Dewey's fleet. Between 
these points will be nipa covered build- 
ings and bamboo fences. Canvas and 
lateen sail boats will drift upon a placid 
lake fert by a cataract with a fall of 45 
feet. There will be a market square, a 
Filipino church and many dwellings 
for the natives, In which they will live 
just as they do in the Philippine Is- 
lands. All the tribes of the different 
islands will be represented in the vil- 
lage, and the scene will be most pic- 
turesque. 


In front of the village will be a mili- 


tary guard of United States soldiers to 
give a military glamour to the scene. 
There will be a theater with a capacity 
for seating 1,000 people. Performances 
will be glve» daily by the natives. Ev- 
ery visitor w^l want to see this Fili- 
pino village and thus witness scenes 
true to life in the islands which have 
now become an Important pr.rt of tha 
possessions of the United States.

BLOWING UP OLD GUNS. 


Parrott* and Other Old Ordnance 
Destroyed Daily Near Heading, Pa. 
Two carloads of old time Parrott and 


other style army and navy guns arriv- 
ed recently at the "Five Forts of War- 
wick," near Reading, Pa., to be blown 
to pieces with dynamite. The "forts" 
are ucusur:!ly busy this winter, and 
the dynamite resembles an all day 
brisk cannonading that Is beard for 
miles, says the New York Sun. Bland 
and Brusstar are operating the forts, 
blow'ng up iron and steel casting to 
be used for resmelting. 
During the 


ch'il war these big guns were used as 
pivot ordnance on the best ships of the 
United States navy, and they are now 
being torn to pieces with dynamite. 
They weigh from 13 to 25 tons. Car- 
loads of guns are received at Reading 
from Snndy 3ook and other Atlantic 
seaports to be blown up at Fox Hill, In 
Warwick township, Chester county. 


Six men are employed In the log forts 


In a raviue far from human habitation. 
They make about 350 blasts a day. con- 
suming tons of dynamite a month. 
Each blast is like the roar of heavy ar- 
tillery. The heavy timber forts are 24 
feet square, and the sides are heaped 
high with earth. First the guns and 
castings are received and unloaded 
from the fiat cars. 
They are next 


rolled Into the forts and drilled by 
steam power. The middle fort Is used 
as a place of refuge for the men during 
the Srlng. When all Is ready, an elec- 
tric wire touches off the blast, and the 
flying steel Is kept In a narrow space 
and prevented from being burled into 
tho air. The broken steel is kept at the 
forts until the owners order the ship- 
ments to purchasers. 
Accidents are 


very rare. Armor plate is shattered as 
easily as the biggest cannon.

As early as Au- 
gust there were chilly evenings and 
mornings that required an hour's sun- 
ning to make them acceptable, and by 
the end «f September the thin blooded 
fellows from the Philippines, Cuba and 
India were crying for winter clothing 
and fires. So far the thermometer has 
held its head up with fair dignity, but 
the chill has been can-led in the breath 
of the wind. From Peking to the sea 
there is no barrier to check or diver* It, 
and It has swept and spurted over the 
plains ia unresisted sway. 


The ordinary winter here is slightly 


more severe than the average winter of 
New York and New Engjand, but Its 
consequences are greater to tbe inhab- 
itants, far they rely almost entirely for 
transportation and communication upon 
the rivers and Canals. Thus tbe coun- 
try is practically sealed up in ice dur- 
ing the winter months. The allied gar- 
risons designed for service from Takn 
to Peking have In preparing for the 
siege of Ice based their calculations 
upon the severest weather possible, and 
they are working now with every re- 
source available to withstand tbe at- 
tack of this enemy of the elements. 


Snug quarters are being prepared 


and supplies of winter clothing, food, 
fuel and forage stored away. 
Taku 


and Tien-tsln, the ordinary bases of 
this country, are almost certain to be 
frozen In, and they are now the scenes 
of an exciting race against time and 
Ice. Farther up the coast of Shan Hal 
Quan there is an open winter port, 
and, while there is an effort to main- 
tain communication with it throughout 
the wiBter, it Is essentially a reserve 
proposition. It is tapped by the rail- 
way, but a large portion of Uie line 
was destroyed, and there is no chance 
of putting It in shape in time to be of 
any use. It will serv«> as a point of 
entry or exit of troops if occasion re- 
quires, Tint it would be hard to pull 
overland, across an almost roadless 
district, for food and ammunition. It 
Is believed here, however, that all of 
the nations concerned in tbe Chinese 
affair will send naval squadrons to 
Shan Hal Quan for the winter and 
that the land and sea forces will keep 
In touch with one another. General 
Chaffee contemplates keeping a trans- 
port or dispatch boat there throughout 
the winter. He has referred the mat- 
ter to General Humphrey, chief quar- 
termaster, and the latter Intends to 
visit the port and arransre for any plan 
tha«- may be decided upon. If a boat 
Js held there, one of the smaller Ameri- 
can transports will probably be chosen. 


The Americans, British, Japanese 


and Russians are thoroughly prepared 
for the rigors of winter, but some of 
the others have been slow in getting 
into sbawe. The Germans have a large 
force to care for, but they are still 
laying In proper transportation, and 
much of their supply of food and cloth- 
Ins; has been slow in arriving. It has 
been stated tha* they Intend to rely 
to a certain extent upon the country 
and that they feel certain of complet- 
ing their work before winter settles 
down. 


Winter will find the Americans thor- 


oughly prepared. Every possible need 
of the garrison lias received attention, 
and If there Is any shortage or neglect 
It will arise from circumstances not 
now foreseen. There has been some 
objection to tbe decision of General 
Chaffee to keep bis men In tents 
thronghout the cold season, but the 
commander Is quite sure that he is fol- 
lowing the right plan. 
Most of tbe 


buildings available for barracks were 
unclean and generally unfit for housing 
troops. 
Chaffpe felt that they would 


prove unhealthy and decided not 
«x> 


make the effort to put them in habit- 
able shapi. He has had experience 
before with winter garrisons and re- 
go rds the tents as best. Large Sibley 
tents have been Issued to the men, and 
a beating stove has been placed In each 
one. They are warm and snug and will 
probably prove entirely satisfactory. 
The American transportation system, 
the organization of which was complet- 
ed by General Humphrey, Is capable of 
handling supplies for a force ten times 
as large as that which is to be retained 
here. It Is acknowledged In its perfect 
state to be tho best system here. The 
Americana were fortunate on their ar- 
rival to secure excellent landing and 
docking space nt Tong Ku, and in the 
subsequent division of room at Tien- 
tsin the Americans took good care of 
themselves. General Humphrey secur- 
ed a fleet of launches nod small steam- 
ers and hmnlredn of lighter* and juoks. 
Tbe wagon trains at Tien-tsln and

PAN-AMERICAN STAMPS 


Niw Series Will be on Salt at Post 


Office by Spring 


The government is preparing to issue 


a series of special postage stamps in 
honor of the Pan-American exposition, 
which is to be held In Buffalo next year 
The stamps will be of the samo plan as 
those issued btfore the Columbian ex- 
position. Thsy are now being designed 
and manufactured- When seen in re- 
gard to the matter, authorities at the 
local postofflce said that the stamps 
would bo put on sale as soon as they 
were issued- No official notice in regard 
to them has be;n received and it is not 
thought they will be ready for distribu- 
tion before early in the spring. 
The 


. Columbia stamps were not issued until 
i just berbre th-j exposition opened, and 


it Is possible that the pan.Amerlcan 
stamps will be delayed fully as long. 


The postGflk,i department has docid- 


ed upon designs for the stamps- There 
will bs feix denominations—one, two, 
three, four, five, eight and ten cents. 
Each scamp -will contain a central fig- 
ure printed In black ink, with suitable 
ornamental surroundings in colors. 


The one cent stamp will have a green 


border, the two cent stamp a red one, 
the four cent stamp will be light 
brown, the flve cent stamp will be dark 
blue, the eight cent stamp will be 
maroon, and 1he ten cent stamp will 
be dark brown.

The central figures -will 
be a large lake steamer, represntitiz 
fast lake transportation; a train of 
cars, representing fast railroad trans, 
portation, and similar designs. 


The stamps will be somewhat larger 


than the ordinary ones and will be ar- 
tistically printed. 
The new stamps 


will ba eagerly sought for by collect- 
ors, and thousands of complete sets will 
be sold to thprn as soon as they are 
issued. The. Columbian stamps 
are 


now quite rare and are worth much 
more than their face value. 


The Columbian stamps were very 


popular when they were first issued. 
Many thousands of them were sold at 
the local office, and it Is likely that 
nearly as many ol the Pan-Americans 
will be sold.
